One ot the men, a yoiin^' lien- 
tenant naimxl hotter t^tewart, 
peered mil Into the inky darkness 
of the early Cliristmas iiiornin^. 
lie s|ieeuhited nhoiit the dn ration 
of the war and wondered if ho 
would live to see the end. His niirnl 
rcieed to thoughts of home, his 
wife, and the haby they were ex- 
pecting soon. 

False Alarm 

Now, 14. years later. Justice Pot- 
ter J^tewart sits on the bench of 
tlie highest eonrt in tiie land, Tliat 
terri lying Christinas ul; 11H4 is 
long out of lime, Imt tlie memory, 
trust ice Stewart maintained, will 
live tlirougiunit his life. IlaiqMly, 
tile following Christ mas foimd him 
at home with a new daughtm' and a 
neAv job and the war at an emk 
T1 1 C fearful night in wldeh danger 
seemed to creep on all sides turned 
<ml to he imeventliil. 

The story revealed liy Justieo 
Potter Stewart was just one of 
man}' turned up by tlie -Iouunal 


when it set nut to discovei' the 
Christmases lu'sl r(‘inemben^d by 
people from all walks of life. !Many 
of the stoi'ies were the type lemeiii- 
hered liy most of us — u\ man re- 
calling his first tW0"Wheelcr or a 
woman rememlKuing the migage- 
nicnt ring she received on her 
eighteenth Christ mas. A univer- 
sity ]>resideui staled he always had 
txmdest memories of Christmases 
in which tlmse students wlu) wei-c 
UTiahle to go home visited at his 
house foi* the holidays.

Many memories came from men 
who had spent depressing Christ- 
mases away from home during 
World War li. IBEW lEcseai-ch 
Hirt^ctor James Ik Noe recalled a 
part iciilai^ly drab Cliristnias day in 
India, during the war. One 
of a squadron who Hew c^ver the 
famtsi (fhina-Burma 'Omii!t>’h Jim 
remembered (|uite vividly having 
^-old, nn peeled, hai f-hoiled potatoes, 
niMs and canned turkey that day. 
'"Wt‘ had to like it or leave it, he 
sals 1. Tl leii he lauglnM as he re- 
membered, '*Even thongli the mess 
sergeani was from my lionie town,

Each nigiit the 
mother and father wonbi search 
the newspapers and nervously 
imagine wliere their son might be. 
Ijetters were scarce and their 
anxiety heeame worst* wlien the 
letters stoppeil coming' at all. 

Finally, itiere was a telegram: 
'‘We regri'l to in form you . . /' 
Joe was missing in action. Ills 
oornpaiiy iiad been caught behind 
enemy lines in tht“ fighting to the 
south of Flers in tlie hills of Nor- 


mandy. It was believed the whole 
company liad been wiped out. 

8ix terrible months of unbear- 
able sileriee folio well. Many let- 
ters were written but authorities 
seemed unable to ascertain what 
had happened to Joe's (‘ompany. 
“But mom and dad had a lot of 
faith,” tlie saleslady eontiniietl.

An amazing pereeiitiip* of our population 
not have ndenuate medical i ii.su ratiee nr care. An 
equally appalliiiR tmnilH'r ai-e disabled and yet %vouId 
la* able to work if an adecjUiUe proj^rani of rehabilita- 
tiou were instituted. Our large cities are ridden with 
shims; our oldrr citizens, those over (>5, are dlsrc' 
ga i‘de( I 1 1 1 1 m e nd fn n y .

A mono tiu'se wei'i* August Spies, 
Samuel Fiehleii and M i c li a e 1 
Schwab who were arrested the fol- 
low iii*r day. Spies, a short, in us* 
t ached mail willi a literary Ihirc 
was the tnlitor of /bV AvhmierZeif- 
tntff, an an arc hist tiewspapcr. 
Kiclden, an Knt^lislmuin, was a 
mihbmaunercd man with a rcpii- 
tilt uni as an orator, lie had hetui 
flic speaker on tlie cart wlien the 
bomb was exfjloded, Scbwal)* wlu* 
looked like a (iei'nmn professor, 
was a bookbinder from Bavaria. 

Known Fanatic 

A few days later Adolph Fiselier 
was piekiHl up. A eomposilor for 
!)u' Arbtlier Zitfuntj^ the 2H-year- 
f)hl Fischer was known to lie slight- 
ly fanatic. 

Soon Oscar Needas fb'orire Engel 
and lionis were iiicarcerated. 

XccIh' was a leather iminten^ting 
tinsmith who knew little of social- 
is!n but did own a small interest in 
I>lt Arheifer Zr!ivn(h Engel, an 
avid revolutionary, hKJked muuh' 
like a meek (ierniau liartcntler, 
liingg was cpiile ilifTcreuf tlian the 
others. The yonrigesi of those iii- 
dicttsl, the 22-year-ntd fanntie was 
[jossessed of a violent temperament, 
A carpenter by trail**, tile g(Hid- 
lotddrfg Lingg was an t'Xpert bomb- 
mak<*r. 

Only Albert [bimnis remained to

Tlie lii*si drama tic event of the 
trial ocetirred jtisl as the pro**eed- 
liigs were umler way, Albert Par- 
stuis vvalkisl into I he court riMim 
and annmiiiecd with n*nuirkable 
calm: ‘"1 |*resc*iit mys^df f*u' trial 
with my enmraib's, Your Il*mt»r. 

This onselfish act imjKiired his 
clumci^s immeasurably, for liad he 
remaituMl in hiding be wtmhl bav<* 


liad the strategie advantage of a 
separate trial, 

Tlie proeecilings niovctl rajndty. 
The men w**rc proven members of 
an anarchisi group. Spies was ac- 
ciiSfsl cif partielpatitm in the riot 
at the 3IeC‘orinick fjielory, 1 {evolu- 
tionary writings were producetl as 
having been written by several of 
the defemlaiits. Most of the writ- 
ing arlvocated violence. 

An informer told the court he 
bail lielimd Inngg maniifaeture dy* 
luinnie bombs. A fulfiiimitefi cap 
and fuse foniul in Fisidier's coal 
was protbic(‘d iis evid(*tiee, Aiiollicr

Also, 
tlie jKiinl was made that Fiseiier, 
Kny[e!, Sehwab and Lin^jr were not 
at file H(^(Oje of tiie not* llnWever, 
this defense did not meet the issues 
at lianii 

The faet that their aetioiis were 
an indireet eause of tlie riot was 
snlrsumiiated. Tliey were eonsiiF 
I* red aeeessork^. When -liidjie 
<Jary *jnve his eharge Ut thi‘ jury, 
he defined an aceessory as one 
‘‘wtio stands by and aids in tlie 
i*om mission of a crime, or wlio, nut 
beini^: 1 1 resent, ad vises, eiicniiraffes, 
aids, or abets in its eoimnissitm/^ 
and lie dee la red ill at stieh aeees- 
soiii's were to be considered as 
principals and punished ae*‘orfb 
imriy. 

Jury's Verdict 

Tht‘ jury returned a verdiet of 
iniihy a ml ell wei^e seiiteneed to 
ileath except Necbi' wis) received 
15 years imju-iscmment. 

As tlie day for the i-xcsoitions 
drew near, Lin^<^, dtdiaiit to the 
last, phn-ed a fulminating^ cap in 
his numth, lit the fuse, and Idew 
iUT his head. The senlein-es of 
Fiehlen and Sehwab were coni' 
rmitisl to lifi^ impi'i,s<mment.

Tills painting was executed by Raphael for the altar of tin IkncdklijH 
monastery of San Sisto in Piacen/au Italy, It was during the Roman period 
or last period into which RaphaePs paintings have luxn divided, HtiR 
until liis death in H20, that this canvas was completeil. Tliis period is 
characterized by impressive works done for Popirs Jiiims and Uo in the 
Vatican. Miclielangelo exerted intluence on Raphael during these years 
and his religious paintings have much of the same splendor. He is truly 
an artist of the High Remussance* 

The earlier works of Raphael wxre influenced by the sw^cet and seivti' 
meiit.il style of Ins ie.u her, Pemgino, and lasted from I tn MO i. 'I’he 
second, or Morenline, period lasted from HOd to HOB and produced 
rather intimate haifdenglh works. Tlierc were no major commissions dur- 
ing these years and much of RaphaePs time w^as spent in study, 

Raphael was born on April 6, Id 85, in Urbana, one of the thief centers 
of intellectual ami artistic activity during the 15th century. His f;U lier was 
an artist and diil mvith to assist ami encourage his son tn hts love lor art, 

' T\il- Sistine Madonna" has been referred to by many as the most popu 
lar religious painting in the wax Id. It W'as sold to King Augustus III, in 
175d, for a record price of that day of 20,000 ducats. It is said that 
Augustus had his llirojie moved out of the w-ay "to make room for the 
great Raphael/* The painting is housetl tod.iy in the great Gallery of Art 
in Dresden.

Thii T^Il Iht? Story 

I’lxhiuctivity is shoot inii' up! Ae- 
oorilini^ to g^overnment reports, the 
sharp rise in output per man-hour 
since the early months of l!i58 means 
that it has been possible to increase 
production substantially with only 
small increases in jobs, working horns 
ami costs* 

Figures recently released by the 
liureau of Labor Statistics shtnv that 
fro?n May to August, the number of 
production workers increased from a 
ii>r)8 low of Jl*2 million to ILt* mil- 
lion, an increase of (> percent. But 
during this same period, factory pro- 
duction jumped 9 peix'ent. And while 
the number of pi'oductitm workers has 
droppi^d H percent in the decade since 
194B (12.7 million to 1L9 million)^ 
factory output has increased m<jre 
that! 35 percent, as shown in Figure 1. 

With each new boom in industrial 


acti%dty, production pulls farther 
ahead of employment of production 
workers. For example, from HMD 
to 1953, production of manufactured 
goods jumped 13 percent, while in 
the same period, emplojmtent of pro- 
duction workers increased only 19 
percent* And from duly, 1954, 
thi'ough December, 195fl, factoiy pro- 
duction jumpeil nearly 29 percent, ac- 
companied by only an II percent in- 
crease in production worker*^. The 
total increase in number of produc- 
tion workers rn thescf two periods, 
however, does not offset the declines 
experienced in the other year*s of the 
past decade. This 10-year, 6 percent 
drop in number of production work- 
ers, and the sharp increases in pro- 
duction, are not resLricteil to a few 
industries, but generally speaking are 
true throughout all manufacturing in- 
dustries.

Wo have all recognized the increase 
in output-pei'-man through the ycai*s. 
The alarming part, however, is the 
acceleration of this dovclopment* The 
output of American factories the 
past 19 years has increa*SA»d more than 
one- third as much as it did in all 
previous years combinod—iwea with 
fewer workers! The latest ofKdal fig- 
ures on productivity of factory pro- 
duction workers, which only go 
through 1953, show an annual average 
increase from 1947 to 1953 of 3.5 per- 
cent. The later ones will be higher* 
A government economist has esti- 
mated that the output per factory 
production worker between mid- 1957 
mid mid- 1958 rose nearly 6 percent, 
and some estimates have been 7 per- 
cent and higher* 

Mana^imient Heaping the Bemdits 

Billions of dollars of new plant and 
equipment, installed in the past two 
years or .so, are coming into efficient 
opera r, ion* In addition, companies are 
now reaping the benefits of c<ist- 
cutting efforts during the August, 
i957-*-\pril, 1958, drop in output and 
sil l os. 

This sharp increase in productivity 
helps to explain why unemployment 
remains so high, after almost half a 
year of rising production. In Sep- 
tember, tmeniploymeiit was at a 
higher level than at any time in the 
past 19 years, except for 4 months, 
during the depths of the 1949 and 
1958 recessions. Figure 2 shows how 
far jobs are failing behind output. 

The extraordinary rise in produc- 
tivity also helps to explain why pro- 
duction costs are moving down mid 
why profits are moving up rapidly 
from their rpces.sion low-points in the 
first quarter of the year* 

As output per man-hour shoots up, 
there is less labor involved in the 
pruducUoM and distribuLum of each 
item produced — labo7- contu per unit 
of output decline* With jimduclion 
I'ising, as it has been since April, 
overitifttti roata per unit of output also 
decline, since there are more units 
produced, with the same overhead. 

BnalneHH H'ceA:, in its issue of Sep- 
tember 2oth, states that 'Muring the 
past two years, lagging productivity 
has been the whipjiing boy for a host 
of economic ills* * . * But now, . . , 
pj-fiductivity is showing a .smart rise, 
and that ri.se promises to continue 
through the rest of 1958, , , , This 
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dimb m almidy bau^jling protUs. Just- 
released government fiRiiroe show that 
in the April -June quarter, miinmfae- 
turing sales rose 3% and after-tax 
profits jumped 15% from first-quarter 
low points. , , . UtsinR prciducUvity 
should boost profits still higher as 
11*58 wears on,'’ 

It costs the averagi' manufaetuit^r 
less to produce an iteni now than it 
did fi to 1* man the ago. Prices, how- 
ever, ha%*e not l>een cut, in line with 
rcHjucefI proftuciion costs. Profit mar- 
gins ( profits oaeach Item), therefore, 
are rising. With pnHiuction ami sales 
increasing, too, Ihr rmuft i» h ntpitl 
inerranv. ut ttiffd profifn. The stock 
market boom is at least pai-tly bused 
on rapidly rising iij'ofUs at present 
and antidpated record pi'ofits in the 
next half-y(‘ar.

More Importunl to us than knowing 
that thestf changes lira occurring rap- 
idly, rs understanding what it will 
mean to each of us and to our local 
unions. We must nuike sure that we 
get our share of the ever-increasing 
amounts of goinls, seiwices, and en- 
joyable living which are tn'Ciiming 
available.

First, to UK lig individuids, and in 
our families, it brings the prospect of 
far greater leisure, and as a resutt, a 
more enjoyable nml higher standaid 
of living.

The Plaza housing project to be lo- 
cated in tile near downtown area has 
staited excavaLing and by the time 
this goes to press wo hope to see 
foundations starting to rise on this 
job* 

Several years ago the city of St, 
Louis purchased the 10-square- block 
section of old decrepit and tumble- 
down slum buildings located to the 
west of 12th liouievard, wrecked the 
buildings, filled the excavations and 
converted seveial of these blocks into 
a permanent parkway* 

After all the litigation was dis- 
posed of, six square blocks of the 
land was sold to the Urban Betlevci- 
opment Corporation of St. Louis* 

The Federal Government recently 


approved the building loan and work 
has at last stai^ted. 

This group will have six 13 -story 
buildings with a total of 1,090 apart- 
ments’ — fiOO one betiroom, 156 two 
bedroom and 334 efficiency — and will 
offer a wide variety of middle income 
dwelling places which will be occu- 
pied mostly by downtown workers. 

The buildings will be of poured 
concrete with no beams showing, 
push-button type elevators, lobbies 
will have louvered light ceilings and 
glass walls. 

The apartments will have large 
rooms with plenty of closet space a?id 
will be piovided with optional inde- 
pejHlent air conditioners. The biggest 
portion of the apartments will have 
balconies with pmtective lailings; 
each apaHment will have a reception 
foyer and utilities will be furnished 
including a stove and refrigerator. 

Ajiiple parking facilities will be pre- 
luded with a reserved space for each 
tenant* The rents are promised to be 
in line with middle incomes.

L, C, 26, WASHINGTON, D, C. — Ong'hujUy, thia bad been planned to be 
the usual "Local Lines'* letter ami it hail Wen partially completed when 
the most distressinj? news that has ever struck [j. U. 26, becamt* a reality. 
The word was received that Hrotber Clem Pieller h4Kl died in Cleveland. 
Havin^r been with Clem Preller just a few da>'S before, havin|i*r sat dowry 
and had a very enlif^hteniriK conver.^ation with him ami haviim wisheii 
him "Bon Voyafcc” on his trip to Cleveland, the icaUzation that he had 
died, came with a thud that was overpnvvei iny:. 

All of us were stunned. And then we thought back over the years that 
Clem Preller had been our business mana«[er and eon tern plated all the 
pood that he had pmToianed, not only for Local 26, hut for all orpa lilted 
labor. Constantly preaching labor, he also lived it. 

He died as he lived, attending to the affairs of L. U, 2(i Adimmlsiied 
to proceed slowly and to keep an even tempo, also not to excite himself, 
he was doinp just that, when the eml came, Restiiur peacefully, he passed 
away at the I HEW Convention at nn early hour in the innrninR, The 
<|uestion has been asked, "Shouldn't he have stayed home?” Clem Preller, 
stay at home! If he had, it. wouldiiT have been Clem Preller.

In fact, he took j^reat pridt' 
in presentiiiK^ pins to all membtus of Local 26 who were entitled to a 
bn -year a wank 

Clem Preller was not a youn;? man but he had the energy ^f n man 
half his aife and he often demonstrated this by his iticessmit drive, always 
soarinj^ to the front for iabor, manai^irij^ to be on hand at all when 

any civic oiR'miizatlon or rellj^ious function was planned. He represented 
not only Local 26, but all of Oi ^ranized Labor, 

Ex'Presklent Harry Tj'uman sent Clem a lettei' comrnendinjEf him on 
his woik for the March of Dimes, denoting accUiim from the hij^b places. 
ICvcryone knew him and he know everyone. 

Out five and six nip-hts a week, sittiiitr in on meetinjcs of all kinds, 
representing laboj’, Clem Preller had h'a^ linjrer on the pulse of any new 
development that was arisingf and he always miah? svire that labor was 
j^'cttinj^ its share of the work involved a.s well as the jjroper publicity for 
doing" it. 

Local 26 has suffered a set-back and in order to properly adjust itself 
to this difficult situation, the Executive Board has appointed Brothei’ 
Joseph T. Creager as business manager until the next election. Brother 
Creager has been assisUmt business managtu Lir many years jind was 
helping to handle Clem Preller's busy schedule along with genial Brother 
Wilbur Smith. 

So ends an era of the history of L. U. 26, It will he remembered by 
many.

The first liNVition, 
knowm aa the Sam Bertmn PhuiL now 
has two 1G5,000 KW units on the line 
and has two 22u,0W KW units under 
construction. The second location, 
known as the W. A. I’arrish Plant, 
has erne lfi5,0(K> KW unit on the line 
and has one lGo,000 KW and one 
28o,000 KW unit under eonatruction. 
We are told that the 285,0fl0 unit 
will be the largest single shaft steam 
turbine ever built. The third location, 
known as the North Houston f^laat, 
now’ has one G0,00f) KW unit on the 
line and one 220,000 KW unit under 
construction. All of these units are 
scheduled for completion by early 

mu 

It may seem a little fantastic, but 
when World War II ended in 1045, 
the Houston Lighting ami I'ower 
Company hud a total generating capa- 
hility of only 245,000 KW and at 
present it has 1,821,000 KW on the 
line, and upon completion of the pres- 
ent ejfpansion program in UhM it will 
have a total capability of 2,1145,000 
KW' to serve an area of approximately 
5,600 squai'c miles with a population 
of approximately 1,500,000 people at 
present. 

Locaj 66 has recently completed a 
class in electronics, and we are now 
preparing to start two more classes. 
Automation in the electrical industry 
is being more wddely used every day, 
and is still In its infancy. Unless tho

History of Pioneer 
Electrical Contractor 

L. r. J 16 , DECATnt, ILL.— Local 

140 wishes to honor one of Decatur’s 
leading electrical contractors, the 
Ki’ighaum Electric Company, which 
is this year celebrating its 50th year 
of continuous service to Decatur’s 
electrical needs. Under the compe- 
tent leadership of Howard A. Krig- 
baum, the firm has established a 
remarkable record of completed mu- 
nicipal projects, along with a long list 
of satisfied commercial and industrial 
customers. 

As is the case of many' succc^ssful 
businesses today, the Krigbaum Elec- 
tric Company had a humble beginning 


in the l ear of the family home at 432 
South Main Street in Decatur. 

Later when the business grew, the 
firm was moved to the IhO block of 
South Main, into a building formerly 
occupied by a jewelry store. PTom 
there the firm moved a few doors 
further north into what is now u bar- 
ber college. During these early years 
th e fi 1 'in em ployed som e ex ee 1 le n t i re- 
men, such as John Humphrey, Carl 
Ilcise and George Marshall. In those 
days the men often carried their 
boom, wire, knobs and tubes, canvas 
tool -bag and step-ladder on theii- bi- 
cycles, either fi'om shop to job or job 
to job. To say’ that a man had to 
have fortitude, stamina and will 
power to become an electrician in 
those days would be putting it mildly. 

About 1925 a disastrous fire almost 
wiped out the firm, right when they 
had the wiring of the beautiful l^Ia- 
sonic temple about ready to get un- 
dejnvay. The conduit for the job was 
stored in the finn's basement at the 
time of the fire, and had to he re- 
moved from the water-filled ruins. 
The firm has been in its present loca- 
tion about 30 years, and numbers 
among its long-time present employes 
^Eiss Maude Williams, John Ilerbrig 
and Frank Myei's. Others whose 
names were associated wdth the fii^m 
were Howard’s brotheis, Lutz and E>an 
Krigbaum, both of whom are now re- 
tired, LutK living in Decatur and Dan 
in Florida. Steve Toth, now deceased, 


also wojked for the firm a number of 
j^ears.

In keeping with the agricultural 
aspects of the State of low^a, ^ve are 
sending along some interesting data 
concerning a recently completed praj- 
ect in Des Moines. 

The project entails a unique com- 
pleted y electrically operated feed mill 
that operates wholly automatically 
from formulas coroposed on a punch- 
card system. 

The electrical installation furnished 
many man hours of work for our 


members and embiaces some of the 
most beautiful panel and conduit 
work to be found anywhere in the 
nation. 

The Furlong and Baker Electrical 
Contractors of Des Moines had the 
contract for the electrical work and 
the job was vei-y capably supervised 
by Brother C. R. (Chet) Cunningham 
who was the foreman on the job. 

We are enclosing photos of the job 
and also of a number of our members 
cm p 1 oy ed the i 'eon . 

Presently, we are Inisily engaged 
in a get-out-lhe-vote campaign.

The fallowing article and accom- 
panying photos describe the opera- 
tion of the new McMillen electroni- 
cally operated feed mill recently com- 
pleted ill Des Moines. To’wa. 

The plant operations are divided 
into Receiving, Stoiage and Mixing. 
Grinding, Blending, Pelleting, Eag- 
ging and Loading Out phases. 

Receiving 

A mechanical hell conveyor, Ics^ated 
beneath truck and car dumps dis- 
charges grains and ingredients into 
a pneumatic suction conveyor system, 
which takes them into the mill. A 
magnetic sejiarator, over the belt 
conveyor, pulls out all tramp metal. 
The air and grains or ingredients are 
then separated in a cyclone. The 
grains or ingi’edients pass through 
a scalper, and the air goes Ihiwgh 
a stocking dust filter. From the 
scalper the stream goes to a separate 
pressure fluidizing pneumatic system.

Grinding 

From bulk grain bins, whole grains 
can be gravity fed to a 75 h,p* ham* 
niejTnilb where they are ground and 
then air-conveyed to ground grain 
bulk storage bins. Where whole 
grains are called for in some feeds, 
the grinding operation can be by- 
passed, and the grain conveyed di- 
rectly to ingredient storage bins. 

Blending and Bagging 

From the surge hopper beneath the 
primary mixer, the feed is then air- 
conveyed to the top of the mill where 
it is again scalped ami discharged 
into feed surge bins. From these bins 
the feed flows through gravimetric 
feeders to the final blender. It is at 
this point that remaining Hejuids are 
metered into the mixture. 

After final blending, tlie feed may 
be bagged off through automatic bag- 
ging scales, by-pass the bagging 
scales and be sent to bulk feed bins 
for truck or car loading, or be con- 
veyed to pellet supply bins. 

Pelleting 

Feed to be pelleted discharges 
from overhead supply bins to a 100 
h.p, pellet mill, then through a pellet 
cooler. Following cooling, the pellets 
are elevated, j>ass through a feeder 
to, or can by-pass, a crumb lizer. Fol- 
lowing pelleting or crumhlizing, the 
feed is giaded to assure a dust-free 
pellet or a unifoim-sized crumble, 
with fines and overs going back for 
re-working. 

The pelleted or crumbled product 
then goes to finished pellet bins or 
to feed surge bins for use in formu- 
lations that require pellets. 

Loading Out 

Loading out facilities include lg)th 
bag and bulk fonns for truck or rail 
shipment. 

Bulk truck loading is accomplished 
through overhead bins positioned over 
a 50-foot, 50-ton truck scale. Bulk 
rail loading is through gravity dis- 
charge of feeds elevated after the 
blending and bagging operations.

Arbitration Yields 
Satisfactory Contract 

L. V. 384. J[U.SK0C;EE, OKLA At 

last we have a new contract here, not 
of our making, but more to our liking 
than we had expected. After many 
weeks of negotiations without any 
visible results, we and the contractors 
submitted our differences to the 
Council on Industrial Relations for 
arbitration. They granted us a 20- 
cent wage increase, bringing our 
scale to $3.45 now. The contractors 
wanted most overtime to be changed 
to time and a half but the Council 
left it as it was. Most of it is double 
time. Our high pay above 51) feet was 
double, now it is time and a half. We 
now have H>-man crews. We did have 
eight. The contractors were trying 
to take away our show-up time, when 
we didn’t work because of bad 
weather, hut the Council gave that 
back to us. 

At present we have work enough 
here to keep all of our members and 
quite a number of out-of-tomi men 
working, but it looks as if work will 
slow down here about the first of the 
year. The Callery chemical plant, 
which is our biggest job at the pres- 
ent, and two or three smaller jobs 
%viil be finishing up about then. We 
have some woik getting under way, 
or to start soon, that will take up 
some of the slack. VVe are expecting 
a lot more industry to move into this 
area, and the ones that aie here to 
expand, but unless more work is an- 
nounced and started soon, it will be 
too late to prevent a slack period. 
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Our Ajiprantiee Committee has ac^ 
cepted the Texas Uiuversity Study 
Course for Appreiitiees. This is a 
state-wide proj^ram and is now being: 
used in most of the locals in Okla- 
homa. Thus an apprentice can move 
into another Jurisdiction and if this 
coui'se is used there, his study course 
will l>e continuous. 

Wo ai'e Starting- a welding course 
for jovnneyinan members. This is 
financed by the contractors ami the 
members who attend the course. We 
hope to have other journeyman 
courses in the near future,

Future Called Uncertain 
For Boston Membership 

I.. r. 3i)6, BOSTON, MASS.— Work 

has been very slow for our members 
for some time. At the present time 
the future is very uncertain for mem- 
bers of our cruft in this area. Any 
locals having need of cable splicers 
please contacfc the business manager. 

Several of our members were em- 
ployed in St. Petersburg, Florida, on 
a cable job and I take this opportu- 
nity to thank the IREW ofTicials in 
that area for the work. 

Your scribe was employed this past 
.summer splicing the 115 KV trans- 
mission line that crosses Lake Cham- 
plain from New York to Veimont. 
Power is transmitted from the St, 
Lawrence river at Barnhart Island 
over a kilovolt line to a sub- 

station at Plattsbu rg, New York. It 
is then stepped down and transmitted 
over a 115 KV transmission line to a 
lerminal on the lake shore. Four 115 
KV submarine cables were installed 
across the lake and connected to the 
Vermont Elective Power Company 
system for rlistribution throughout 
the state. These cables are the long- 
est oil filled paper cables ever manu- 
factured in the United States, each 
length being 1*050 feet, and each 
capable of carrying the rated load of 
125,000 kva continuously. The fourth 


cable was energized and will serve 
as a spare. 

The weight of each reel is 70 tons 
and conductor size is 500,000 hollow 
core, low pj'essure, oil filled, lead cov- 
ered, armored cables. 

These reels were mounted on a 
barge at the Ok unite plant and towed 
up the Hudson river to Platt.sburg. 
A trench was excavated on each 
shore and the cable buried to prevent 
damage by ice. Each cable was 
brought up shore and anchored and 
then the l>arge unreeled as it was 
towed to the opposite tenninal site. 
Here the 3t)0 feet renmining was 
figure eighted and then the cable eye 
was lloated in and a caterpillar was 
used to pull it up to the terminal. 
Potheads were insUilIed by the writer 
and the line tested out at 200,000 DC 
and placed in service on Labor Day. 
There are eight oil reservoirs at each 
terminal site to maintain pressure 
on the cable. Complete installation 
supervised by George Mofhtt erection 
engineer of the Okonite Company. 

My compliments to K, K. Hill, the 
contractor, my assist ants, Brothers 
Cadieux and Bell of I^ocal 124P and 
Morrison of 5fjo.

Slack Employment Hits 
Oakland Marine Wiremen 

I., l. :.9S, OAKLAND, CAUK.— 

Through the dedicated effiorts of our 
Congressman George P, Miller, the 
Todti Shipyard in Alameda was finaL 
ly awarded a $T,025 million contract 
for the reconversion of four “Mariner" 
type ships by the Maiitime Commis- 
sion, Ailhough the first ship arrived 
several weeks ago, changes in plans 
and other delays have lesulted in 
this company failing to reriuisition the 
necessaiy electrical personnel. This 
situation, added to the empty yard at 
the Moore Diy Dock Company and 
the gmieral loose employment picture, 
has resulted in some 50 or more of 
our mariiK^ wiremen iieing unemployed 
throughout the past two months in 
our local. 

As 1 write this, in mid September, 
the Republican Press in this area is 
displaying on the fjonl pages in big 
black type, plans to constTOict a $75 
million guided missile frigate and a 
convei-sion of the crui,‘mr “Chicago," a 
40 million dolhiJ' project at the San 
Frandsc4:i Naval Bhipyard at Hunters 
l*oint. However, in fine print on the 
back pag<\ we find the frigate con- 
st met ion will not start at least for 
15 memths and “early next year" is 
the schedule for the “Chicago." 1 
rvalue that projects of this magnitude 
retiulre a lengthy period of time to 
plan before actual work can com- 
mence, but with all these millions of 
do I Ini’S hi ing appropriated in the daily 
pregg, it is cem fusing to our meTubers 
who have missed their regular pay 
chocks for quite some period of time.

Meeting with Derrell 
Weaver, state commissioner of labor, 
and other re ji resent at ives of the state, 
will be members of labor as well as 
management in industry and con- 
struction. 

The committee’s first meeting has 
been schi^duled for Oetolier 10 in the 
state house in Indianapolis. 

Brother Hagberg reported on the 
preparations being made for the 41st 
annual con%*ention of the State Build- 
ing and Construction Tiades ('ouncil 
to be held in Gary, Indiana, on Friday 
and Saturday, October 17 and 18, 
with hcarlquarters to he in the Hotel 
Gary. The plans and program give 
every promise that this will he the 
best and most important in building 
trades convention history. 

To organizeii labor in other states, 
we who are beginning to feel the hit- 
ter effects of the misnamed Right -to- 
Work” law, make an urgent plea —

Reurges Boost in 
Oldtimers' Pensions 

L. l , 713, CHICAGO, ILL.~^ust a 
few lines to expi-ess some of my 
thoughts since retuming home from 
the convention. 

Local 7 IS presented three resolu- 
tions to the convention and the only 
real disaijpointment was to non-con- 
cur in the resolution calling for largc^r 
pensions for members with 40 and 50 
years standing in the brotherhood. 

It scK^ms to me that a study should 
be made to find out just what it w'ould 
cost to give the members with 40 and 
50 years standing something addi- 
tional W'hich they could use at the 
corner grocery store or a doctor's of- 
fice in time of need. 

As I understand the situation, we 
have at present appimimately $73,- 
OlKl, 000,00 in our pension fund, this 
being tiaie there is no real reason why 
these old timers who bore the brunt 
of things when times wei*e really 
tough should not be given a break. 

If a $10410(1 a month pension should 
be established for members with 50 
years standing it w^ould be a talking 
point to get youngei- members inter- 
ested in the brotherhood pension plan. 

If after investigation it w*as found 
that more money was needed then in 
that case let the membership decide 
what to do about it. 

In non-concurring in the lijsolution 
the Law Committee stated they non- 
concui'i*ed because no provision was 
made for increasing the revenue 
available for pension purposes. This 
of course is a job for an actuary. 

Going a little further we wish to 
call the attention of the membei's of 
the hiritherhood to the following. The 
pension plan was started dunng the 
I02trs and the pension was set at 
$4IU)U per month. The dollars at tlur 
time were lOD cent dollars. The pen- 
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Bion huH since been raised to 
per and pays off with dollars 

which wc are told really amount to 52 
cents. If the above is true why should 
we hesitate to put more of our 
money into the plan? 

The above comments lu-e made with 
the iilea in mind that our pension 
plan should be rc*visrd and streniarth- 
imefi. Isn’t it a fact that when you 
want ii better article you pay more 
for it? Let's out of the low-priced 
tbiw class and get into something 
really worthwhile. 

Trusting that the above seed will

Outlines Benefits of 
Health, Welfare Plan 

L. P. 96«. I'AKKFUSm'KG, \\ . VA. 

— 'On October 1, the benefits of 

our Health and Widfare Plan will go 
into effect and from then on our mem- 
bership will be eligible to participate* 
Participation in the plan is base<l on 
350 hours of work per quarter and is 
financed by a contribution of 7’^ 
cents per hour by the employer for 
each employe. 

The benefits under this plan for 
the member are Life Insuiance $10(10, 
Accidential Death and Ibsmemljer- 
ment $1000, ,Accident an<l Health 
Weekly Benefit for a maximum of 13 


weeks $40.00, plus surgical expense, 
Hospital Expense (for a maximum of 
70 days) and 5tiscellarieous Hospital 
Expense (Drugs, Dressings, X-Rays, 
and etc,)* For Dej>endents of mem- 
bers: (wives and all unmarried chil- 
dren under 19 years of age) Hospital 
Expense (maximum of 70 days). Sur- 
gical Expense and ,Maternity Benefits 
for wives* 

A Health and Welfare Plan has 
been an issue in our negotiations with 
our local contractors for several years 
in the past. Last year this proposal 
was denied by the Council on Indus- 
trial Relations* This year our Local 
Union 9(18, Huntington, West Vir- 
ginia,, Local 317 and Charleston, West 
Virginia Local 4(1fi submitted this 
issue jointly to the Council and it 
was granted* Business iManager F. E, 
Clark of Local 9fi8 was spokesman 
before the council for the three locals 
jointly and evidently presented a 
good case. 

Previous to this time our Negotiat- 
ing Commiitee had negotiated a 
Health and Welfare Plan on this 
*same principie with a fabricating 
shop which had been organizcil as a 
unit of our local union and since this 
plan had been prov*ed successful in 
the case of the fabricating shop %ve 
had a concrete plan to submit to the 
Council on Industrial Relations, which 
w^e feel was a deciding factor in the 
council decision. 

Along with the Welfare Plan we 
were awarded an increase of 2\^ 
cents on our hourly wage scale which 
bnngs our present scale to $3*32!*: 
per hour* 

Our Welfam Plan will be financed 
from a Trust Fund which W'ili be ad- 
ministered by six trustcf^s, three mem- 


l»ers representing the employers and 
three representing the unions. These 
trustees serve without any tyi>e of 
compensation* 

It is our fimt belief that since this 
plan has been put into effect by the 
three unions, nioi’e locals will adopt it 
in the near future which will make it 
possible for memliers to work in the 
jurisdiction of any neighboring local 
and still he able to pailicipate in the 
Health and Welfare Plan* 

I>tiring the 1958 Imseball season, 
Local 9(i8 sponsored a Babe Ruth 
team for the first time, and under the 
efficient but sometimes spectacular 
managenxent of Brother Paul Burk- 
hammer, with the assistance of 
Brother Parker Pugh and Clare Hai- 
pol, won the City Championship* We 
of Local 9G8 feel that this was quite 
an achievement for Bj-other Burkham- 
mer and the boys who made up the 
team* A picture of the team, manager 
and coaches accompanies this article.

Highlights of the convention were 
speeches by William E. SehnitKlei', 
Secreiavy-TiTUSUrer, AFL-CIO; L. J. 
Raftery, Preshienl, International 
Bratherhood of Painters and Decora- 
tors, and Joseph Lewis, Secretaiy- 
Trea surer of the Union Label and 
Service Trades Department, AFL- 
CIO, Washington, IJ, C. Senator 
Stuart Symington made the address 
at the annual banquet. 

In the regular business sessions 
there were 2l> resolutions presented 
to the 22 committees. All receivi‘d 
concurrence from the assigned com- 
mittees except two — -the resolutions 
covered a \vU\q scope — such as a reso- 
lution to the State Legislature asking 
that laws be passed protecting women 
and minors emplnyerl in the state not 
now covered by Federal legislation. 

The committee on Social Security 
and Unemployment insurance came 
out with a very strongly worded re- 
port calling Governor James T. Blair 
to task for his "Definite disregard to 
the plight of our unemployed work- 
ers" citing his refusal to call a spe- 
cial session of the State Legislature 
for the purpose of extending benefits 
needed by unemployed workers who 
have exhausted their compensation.

mme portion of that pie which we had 
previously. This is true Iwcause man- 
agements* prr^tnut costn (and espe- 
cially iier-unit labor cost.s) are being 
reduced, as discussed above. .And that 
|mrt nf the savings which labor fails 
to get through earnings, goes to pay 
for bigger pieces of that tasty pie for 
other groups. 

Management loves to tell us at 
contract time how their costs are in- 
creasing, and, dollar- wise, this is un- 
doubtedly true. But they usually 
forget to talk about how much more 
production they are getting. It is up 
to u.s to get the facts, figures and to 
let them know that they aren't going 
to get all the gravy resulting from 
lower profiuetion costs. Hegardlcss of 
their harangues about increased costs 
and reduced profits, we know that for 
most companies in our industry, the 
ability to pay increased wages exists 
today and is growing steadily. .And 
in addition, we can only Conclude that 
they abo have an obligation to our 
total society to do ihdr part in get- 
ting enough purchasing pow'er into 
the market place so that each Ameri- 
can can receive the full benefits of 
our ever increasing facilities for pro- 
ducing goods and ser^'ices. 

We feel that one more management 
contention must be analyzed in this 
conm»ction. Vou, no doubt, have run 
into such slatements as: "Who de- 
signed the better machines and made 
these processes possible? Who fi- 


nanced them, and pays the depi'ecia- 
tion and other high operating costs 
on them? And why should workers 
get more just because the nmchine 
produces more — actually they should 
get paid less because the work is 
much easier.” We* don't think you 
would ever let anyone convince you 
that this illogical "reasoning” is 
sound, but we do want to call your 
attention to the importance of think- 
ing about such Htatcmeiits in the light 
of the above concepts: How is our 
larger "pie" being divided up? Aren't 
managements' overall costs actually 
considerably reduced because of the 
increased output resulting from the 
improvements? When these ijugs- 
tions are answered correctly, proper 
wage adjustments are more likely to 
follow technological changes* 

A little further exami nation of 
these ridiculous stands which man- 
agements often take, shows that in 
many cases worker.f have shared in 
the design of improved machines or 
processes through their idea.s and sug- 
gestions. Also Lfie increiised profits — 
resulting from sales of goods which 
are created in large part through the 
efforts of the men in the shop — are 
providing the capital for still fuither 
technological improvements and prof- 
its increases. Management should re- 
alize that we as workers and con- 
sumers must achieve greater buying 
power through higher wages in order 
to absorb the ever-increasing volume 
of goods pouring from our more pro- 
ductive combinations of men and ma- 
chines. It is only through such addi- 
tional purchases by workers receiving 
bigger jmy checks that management 
can continue to get the amount of 


sales necessary to operate profitably 
in the yeai*s ahead. 

We have i^vlewed the evidence of 
increasing productivity and the im- 
provements which cun be ours as a 
result of it. 

But to get this bigger pie cut in 
fairer pieces we are going to have to 
determine in each situation, on which 
avenues(H) toward better living we 
want to travel. Is the time ripe in thi.s 
plant or shop for another holiday or 
two, better vacation provisions, wage 
increases based on productivity, or 
some combination of these? Be alei-t 
to help the people in your local or 
bargaining unit gel their fair share of 
America's ever- improving stamiard- 
of-living.

On The Other Hand 

Of course, automation (or improved 
technology j has never been all peach- 
es and cream for the working man. 
Unemployment, job accurUy and skill 
obsolescence are all too- real and im- 
portant aspects of this phenomenon 
for him to be overly optimistic. We 
are working hard for protection of 
our members from these evils through 
contnict language which provn<les sev- 
erance pay, cu.shioning allowance, 
transfer privileges and allowances, 
re-training, no discharges, control of 
timeliness of jnstallatioji of equip- 
ment, etc. To treat this subject fully 
would require a much more lengthy 
report than this one. We hope, there- 
fore, that the above discussion of the 
brighter side of the subject has 
provided a little bit clearer under- 
standing and stronger eouviclionii con- 
cerning what we must do at the bar- 
gaining table.
